Q. If a man dies and has his 


social security check in his 
pocket, can the family cash it? 


A. No. The check should be 


returned to be reissued to the 
heirs in the appropriate name or 
names. If the check was issued 
jointly to a husband and wife, 
any social security represen- 
tative can stamp the check to 
make it payable to the survivor 
all other checks should be 
returned to be reissued. 


Q. I am 80 years old and don't 


get any kind of government 
payment. I hear everybody gets 
one kind of benefit or another. I 
want mine. How do I get it? 


A. True. Most people your age 


get either social security or 
welfare. There is also a special 
payment for people not getting 
either of these benefits. Check 
with your Social Security office 
to find out if you qualify for some 
type of payment. 


Q. I am receiving widows 


benefits and find I want to 
remarry. I want my social 
security to continue but do not 
want to cheat the government or 
live common-law? Is there any 
answer? 


A. Yes. Most benefits continue 


for people who re-marry after 
becoming age 60. Check with 
social security. Tell them about 
your plans and ask them if 
remarriage would affect your 
right to benefits. 


Q. When I filed for social 


security benefits this year I told 
them I would only earn $1600. I 
now find that my earnings will 
amount to about $3000 for the

doesn't apply to all cases. 
That couldn't be the answer 
in the case of your son be- 
cause the liver is on the 
right side, not the left. 


Others have suggested 


that it is caused by muscle 
spasm of the small muscles 
between the lower ribs, or 
even muscle spasm of the 
diaphragm. Some authori- 
ties dismiss this possibility, 
saying it lasts too long for a 
muscle cramp. I doubt this 
refutes the idea, since a 
muscle in spasm can cause 
pain a long time. Anyone 
who has had a stiff neck for 
several days knows it is not 
a momentary event. So I am 
inclined to think it could be 
muscle spasm of either mus- 
cles in the lower rib cage or 
the diaphragm, or even mus- 
cles in some other location 
with referred pain to the 
side.

Q. From Philadelphia: If an 


auto insurance policy expires 
before Nov. 12, the end of the 
freeze, can a company charge 
a higher rate than had been ap- 
proved before Aug. 14? 


A. Yes, provided a substan- 


tial number of policies were 
written at the rate before the 
freeze took effect. No rate in- 
creases may be granted during 
the freeze, however. 


Q. A union 
contract 
was 


negotiated before Aug. 14 but 
not approved by the member- 
ship until a day or two after 
the freeze. It provided for ret- 
roactive pay to the time the 
contract expired July 1. Can 
these raises be collected after 
the freeze is lifted? 


A. Probably not. The raise 


may not go into effect at least

Q. What will happen after thfi 


freeze? 


A. The most definitive word 


so far is from Treasury Secre-

This in- 
cludes discounted prices. 


Q. Can a food store go over 


all its records in 30 days prior 
to Aug. 14 and raise prices on 
all items to the highest charged 
in that period without regard to 
current charges? 


A. Some prices may go up, 


especially if the merchant was 
caught with an exceptionally 
low sale price in effect at the 
start of the freeze. The 10-per- 
cent, 30-day rule applies here, 
too. 


Q. Some complain the Presi- 


dent did not freeze interest and 
profits. Did he have authority 
to do so? 


A. Interest yes, profits no. A 


1969 law gives him authority to
